1 PERCEIVE from your despatch No. 115, Confidential, of the 13th instant, that an 
impression exists with the Swedish Government that in the negotiations for the establish¬ 
ment of the International Claims Commission at Alexandria, due consideration has not 
been given to the lights of Sweden and some other Powers. 

I entirely approve the language which you held to Baron Ilochschild in combating the 
view f hat any slight was intended by the proposal that certain Powers should only be 
represented by a jo’nt Delegate, and it seems hardly necessary that I should request you to 
give an assurance to the same effect from Her Majesty’s Government. 

I may remind you that the appointment of a Commission was the spontaneous 
proposal of the Egyptian Government, who specified the countries which they desired to 
see represented upon it, and I have no doubt that their only reason for limiting the 
number of Delegates, as proposed in the draft Khcdivial Decree, was to avoid loss of time 
in coming to a decision upon the question of relieving the distress which they saw around 
them ; they however at once acceded to the request of the Belgian Government, that other 
Powers should he loprescntcu by a joint Delegate. 

Baron Ilochschild will not fail to acknowledge that a Commission on which every 
Power were separately represented would he unwieldy, and out of proportion to the interests 
engaged.

Commission in the case of a private individual.

YOUR Lordship is no doubt aware that among the foreign residents of Alexandria 
who have suffered from the destruction of that town are a number of Swiss citizens, who 
have hitherto been placed under the protection of the Representative of Germany. 

Upon inquiries made by the Swiss Minister at Berlin, it appears that the Imperial 
Government, although willing to support generally the interests of Swiss citizens in Egypt, 
is unable on liiis occasion to represent them in a direct manner, on the same footing 
as German interests, in the International Commission which is about to meet to settle 
all questions of indemnity. 

It was further intimated to the Swiss .Minister that it would he well that the Federal 
Council should put itself in communication on this subject with Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment.

I SAW Baron Hochschild yesterday, and conveyed to him the assurance contained in 
your Lordship’s despatch No. 1 of the 1st instant, that no slight had been intended to 
Sweden or any other Power by the proposal that certain Powers should only he repre¬ 
sented by a joint Delegate on the International Claims Commission at Alexandria, and, 
although not instructed to do so, I took upon myself to leave with his Excellency a copy 
of your Lordship’s despatch. 

There would be no advantage in reporting at length what Baron Hochschild again 
said to me on this occasion. Suffice it to say that, while expressing himself obliged to 
your Lordship for your message, lie once more went over the whole ground, complaining 
of the “ impertinence ” of the Egyptian Government in venturing to make distinctions 
between the Powers, and repeating that, in a purely judicial matter, the material interests 
at stake, and not the political influence, of any Power should have been considered. Had 
even such a State as the Principality of Monaco owned important interests in Egypt, that, 
in his opinion, ought to have entitled it to special representation. To provide Russia with 
a seat, and to give none ro Spain, seemed to him an absurdity. 

The huflincss of the Minister for Foreign Affairs probably reflects to some extent the 
feelings of his Master. The Belgian Minister had an audience of 11 is Majesty a few days 
ago previous to going on leave of absence, and was impressed by the importance attached 
by the King to this affair. 

It seems to me that the conduct of international questions might on occasion be 
inconveniently complicated if such pretensions as these, on the pari of the secondary 
Powers, were to become habitual. 

Baron Hochschild asked me whether I knew what definitive form had been given to 
the International Claims Commission, but I was unable to give him any information on 
that point.

I HAVE the honour to return the despatch which you have been good enough to 
communicate to me from the Belgian Government, expressing their inability to adhere to 
the Egyptian Indemnity Decree, without having received an official reply to the communi¬ 
cation which they addressed to Iler Majesty’s Government on the subject. 

I beg leave to assure you that the numerous suggestions which have been made by 
foreign Powers have all been most carefully weighed by Her Majesty’s Government, and 
they trust that the following amendments to the Decree, which have received their 
sanction, will show that the representations of the Belgian Government have not been lost 
sight of:— 

The omission of the second paragraph of the Preamble, and the introduction of the 
words “by the advice of the Council of Ministers, and in accord with the Powers 
interested.” 

The introduction in Article 2, after the words “ Books of commerce and written 
documents having certain data,” of the following sentence : “ These shall be the only 
means of proof admitted, save in exceptional cases, and when the Commission shall 
judge it absolutely necessary.’’ 

" The substitution in Article 3 of “ Delegate” for “Consul,” and the addition of the 
words “and decisions” after the word “deliberations” in the two places where the 
word occurs. 

The omission of Article 4. 

Her Majesty’s Government have also recommended that the Decree shall provide 
that the absence of any members shall not invalidate the proceedings ; that the presiding 
member shall have a casting vote; and that the time and mode of payment of the 
indemnities awarded by the Commission shall he settled by a further Decree. 

M. de Frerc Orban, in his note to Sir J. Lumley of the 20th November, expressed a 
desire that the Commissioner to represent six Powers collectively should be chosen by a 
majority of them. I have the honour to remind you that at our interview on the following 
day, I stated the objections to this proposal which occurred to Her Majesty’s Government. 
I observed that such an arrangement might meet with opposition from one or other of the 
Powers concerned which would cause fresh delay; that the institution of the Commission 
and the payment of the claims was a concession on the part of the Egyptian Government 
which the Powers had no positive right to demand, and that it would be better to accept 
at once the terms proposed with the provision, in case of non-agreement as to a joint 
Representative, that a Delegate for the claimants belonging to a nation which is not 
represented, should sit on the Commission when such claims came before it. 

These were the considerations which induce! Her Majesty’s Government to refrain 
from pressing upon the Egyptian Government any material alteration in the 3rd Article of 
the Decree.

Mr. Egeiton to Earl Granville.—(Received January 27.)

My Lord, Athens, January 17, 1883. 

M. TRICOUPI showed me to-day a telegram he had sent to M. Brailas, objecting 
to the formation of the Egyptian Claims Commission by the members of the Court of 
Appeal. 

His Excellency said that the Commission was to he composed of twelve members, 
viz., four Egyptians, seven Judges or Acting Judges of the Court of Appeal, and one 
Greek, who, really a member of the Court of First Instance, had acted as a Supplementary 
Judge in the Court of Appeal. 

The objections he gave to the formation of the Commission from the Appeal Court 
were:— 

T hat it was a departure from the spirit and letter of the original arrangement by 
Khedivial Decree; 

That it was bringing a part of the Mixed Tribunals, which were working so well, to 
interfere in matters from which they had been specially excluded, whilst it was a mixing of 
administrative with their judicial functions. The very satisfactory working of the 
Tribunals might be affected too by this interference w ith their machinery ; 

That members of the Appeal Court are some of them personally interested in the 
question of compensation for damages, and from more or less long residence most of these 
Judges may have some local colour or prejudice front which a Judge sent fiom abroad lor 
the purpose would be free , 

That the Greek member it is proposed to appoint, though a man of ability, who has 
been in the habit of acting as Supplementary Judge in the Appeal Court, from the fact of 
his being a member of a lower Court, is thus in an inferior position to his colleagues, 
actual members of the Appeal Court; 

That he was afraid that, under the system appointed for the work, the Greek member 
might not he present at trials where certain precede uts thus framed in his absence might 
prove injurious to Greek interests in later trials which he would himself attend. 

Altogether, 1 could not think these reasons given hv M. Tricoupi showed any very 
sciious cause for the Greek objection, moie especially in so far as Greek interests are 
affected. 

The proposed Greek member, M. Autoniades, appears to he a man whose capacity is 
recognized, and as regauls his absence from any trial it will probably he found, as 1 told 
M. Tiieoupi, that owing to the number of Greek claims, no Judge of the twelve will more 
frequently have to attend the Court than the Greek member.

YOUR Lordship is no doubt aware that it is proposed to hold a Conference at the 
Hague for the purpose of nominating a Joint Delegate to represent the secondary Powers 
in the International Claims Commission in Egypt. 

As far as this country is concerned, there is no intention that it should be represented 
at this meeting, and the invitation to it which the Dutch Minister here was instructed to 
address to the Swedish Government has accordingly been declined.

BARON IIOCllSCHILD seems much pleased with the final form given to the 
Egyptian Indemnities Decree, the amendments made in it being, he says, altogether in 
accordance with the suggestions offered by him. He dwells with special complacency on 
the alterations made in the preamble and on the substitution in Article 3 of “Delegue” 
for '* Consul,” and the addition of the words “ et decisions ” to the word “deliberations.” 

There was but one point, lie said, in which he could not quite approve of the Decree, 
the order, namely, in which the Governments were mentioned. A fresh alphabetical 
arrangement was taken up after the enumeration of the leading Powers, and this began 
with the United States (“ Etats Unis”). It so happened that the position occupied by 
Sweden in the alphabet made it a matter of no sort of importance to her, but this division 


of the Powers into categories in this affair seemed to him very much like the insertion of 
the thin end of the wedge. 

Before leaving this subject I would venture to state that if I have thought it right in 
this and the preceding despatches to give your Lordship, in slrict confidence, as faithful a 
pictuie as I could of the position taken up by the Swedish Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
this affair, it has been because his Excellency’s attitude reveals, T think, tendencies which, 
in my humble opinion, should not be entirely overlooked. 

Baron llochschild is far too clever a man to seek to trade on the departed greatness 
of his country, but he knows how strongly his countrymen cling to the memories of that 
greatness, and for that reason he thinks himself bound to make a stand on all matters of 
international dignity and etiquette. One of his favourite themes is the impropriety of 
dividing Powers in classes, and I can almost imagine his heading a crusade of the minor 
Powers against this classification. In the Egyptian indemnities affair he has, it seems to 
me, taken a conspicuous and not unsuccessful lead amongst those Powers.

I HEARD last night from Baron llochschild that the Belgian Government had 
secured the assent of the secondary Powers, including Spain, to their proposal that the 
Swedish Delegate in the International Claims Commission at Alexandria should be selected 
as Joint Delegate to act for all those Powers. Baron Hochschild had received this infor¬ 
mation from M. Akcrman, who wrote that the Dutch Minister at Madrid had called upon 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs to deliver an invitation to the meeting to be held at the 
Hague for the selection of the Joint Delegate, but that he had been immediately followed 
by the Belgian Envoy, who stated that the meeting in question would probably be unneces¬ 
sary, since the other Powers were agreed to ask Sweden to represent them, and hoped that 
Spain would concur in this. The Minister of Foreign Affairs had taken forty-eight hours 
to think over this proposal, and had then acceded to it. 

I need hardly say that Baron llochschild is much gratified by the compliment paid to 
his Government. He remarked, however, that as Sweden could not give her vote in 
favour of her own Representative, the Egyptian Government might object to the choice 
made, on the score of its not being unanimous. 

His Excellency seemed struck by the tenacity with which the Belgian Government 
had held to their original proposal of a collective Delegate. It was odd, he said, that his 
Government, which had from the first objected to a Joint Delegate, should now be asked 
to provide one. 

llis Excellency took this opportunity to express to me his high sense of the friendly 
manner in which your Lordship had taken his views into consideration throughout the 
negotiation.

THE issue by the Egyptian Government of the Decree appointing the International 
Claims Commission will have removed the misapprehension as to the constitution of that 
Commission which, from your despatches Nos. G and 9, Confidential, of the 17th and 18th 
ultimo, appears to have existed at one time in the mind of M. Tricoupi. 

When the Greek Minister referred, in a conversation at this Office, to the telegram 
from M. Tricoupi objecting to the formation of the Commission by members of the Court 
of Appeal, he was informed that Her Majesty’s Government had heard nothing of this 
scheme, but that the foundation for the rumour was no doubt a proposal made by the 
Egyptian Government, which had not been accepted, that in order to allay the misery 
caused by the delay in the fonnation of the International Commission, the smaller claims 
should be disposed of at once by a Commission of Judges. 

You will perceive from the Decree, of which I inclose a copy,* that the Commission 
will consist of eleven members, two of whom will represent the Egyptian Government. 
The Six Great Powers, the United States, and Greece will each appoint a permanent 
Delegate, whilst the other Powers mentioned in the Decree will only be represented when

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The value of the property lost amounts probably to about 1,000k I made out a rough 
list (which I now inclose) of the losses, some time ago, and, after consultation with 
Captain Stephenson, S.N.O., and Mr. West at Suez, came to the conclusion that the time 
had not arrived for taking any action. 

It appears to me that, even if the relatives should not wish to press the claims 
eventually, it would be desirable to forward a general claim tor the whole party, in order 
to hold the ground until it shall be decided what shall be done. 

Mrs. Palmer is left in reduced circumstances, and her special pension of 200k can 
scarcely suffice for her wants. 

The widow of Bakkar, the cook, is in a state of extreme poverty. I have sent her 9k 
as a temporary relief, and I am inquiring into her case on behalf ot the Admiralty; but I 
think that perhaps hers would be a case for compensation before the Commission. 

The case of the mother of the Dragoman, Khalil Atck,is also another which might be 
brought forward.

I HAD the honour to telegraph to your Lordship on the 25th instant to the effect 
that neither Mix Cookson nor the Egyptian Government seemed to consider the awards of 
the Indemnity Commission cxcc-sive, although a contrary impression appeared to prevail 
iu the public mind. 

I have now received from the Ministry of Finance a statement of the ^uins allotted to 
various claimants up to the 1-ith instant, a copy of which is inclosed herewith. 

At the same time Blum Pasha has furnished me with the accompanying Memorandum, 
showing that from the very firsl the Egyptian Government has taken every precaution to 
ascertain the particulars of each claim, and to assess it at a reasonable valuation. It 
appears from this document that Borelli Bev has entered into the details of the claim i 
with the assistance of a special stall', consisting principally of technical officers from the 
Land Survey Department, under (he orders of Adrien Bey, chief engineer for the town of 
Alexandria. 

The Indemnity Commission has appointed Sub-Commissions of three or four 
members to subject each claim to a pieliminary examination. In addition to this, Borelli 
Bey is consulted as legal adviser to the Government; he compares the evidence adduced 
by the Commissioner who presents the claim with the results of his own inquiries, and, in 
certain cases, with the evidence given before the Mixed Tribunals or the Governor of 
Alexandria. Commercial questions where large amounts arc concerned are referred to 
Blum Pasha, as Under-Secretary of State for Finance. 

I think your Lordship will he satisfied by the perusal of the inclosed document, that 
every effort is being made to ensure a careful inquiry in each instance, and that, provided 
the Egyptian Government is loyally served by those persons in whom they have placed 
their confidence, there is no reason to apprehend that very excessive indemnities will be 
awarded.

1 HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram in 
cypher of the 24th in-taul, informing me that repoiG have reached England that the 
International Indemnity CommLs'um was dialing too libetally with the claims before it, 
and instructing n.o to exeit all my influence to rcaist such a tendency on its part. 

In this I beg leave to submit the following observations: —It will not be surprising 
t hut adverse criticisms should be made upon our decisions, if it is remembered that, as to a 
large proportion of the claims bdoje us, we have un inadequate means of arriving at 
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anything more than a rough estimate of the real amount of the losses for which indemnity 
ought to be granted. The books and invoices of merchants, as well as the bills of tradesmen, 
by which the amount of stock in warehouses and of furniture and effects in houses burnt 
would primarily he proved, in alini st all eases being destroyed with them ; consequently 
wc arc obliged to be satisfied with secondary evidence, such as declarations of the parties 
interested and other witnesses. Though resort is had to every kind of proof which the 
several Delegates can obtain outside the Commission, in order to check the estimates 
presented to us by considerations of moral as well as of legal probability, it would he 
miraculous if, under these circumstances, wc were not often deceived. I can conscientiously 
say that I believe all my colleagues are animated with the sincerest desire to do justice. I 
have myself insisted in all claims for large indemnities being laid in detail before the full 
Commission, after they have passed the Sub-Commission, to which they are specially 
assigned in the first instance; and I will continue to do all in my power to protect the 
Egyptian Government from fraudulent and exaggerated claims. 

But I cannot conceal from your Lordship that the duty which is imposed on the 
Delegates is not only extremely invidious and disagreeable, but one impossible to discharge 
satisfactorily. For us to cut down the claims of honest people below what will indemnify 
them for their actual losses would seem to he not only unjust in itself, but in excess of our 
powers. Wherever there has been reasonable doubt of the bond fide nature of a claim, it 
has, I really believe, been treated as it deserved. Any proportional reduction of all claims 
which the state of the Egyptian Exchequer may render necessary can he made properly, 
only after the Commission has decided, on the 1)0-4 evidence which it can procure, what is 
the sum which will compensate claimants for their real losses.

Tbe remainder, viz., 55,373,073 fr. is on account 
of claims over 5,200 fr., as to the payment of which no decision has yet been taken by 
tbe Egyptian Government. J have the honour to append a list showing the amount and 
nature of the undecided British claims, specifying in each ca-e the reason why they have 
not been disposed of. 

1 would venture to press upon your Lordship the urgent need that there is at this 
time, when the country is passing through a terrible period of commercial distress, owing 
to the interruption of trade by the cholera epidemic, for a speedy settlement of the 
indemnities still remaining unpaid. The adjournment which has been made of the Com¬ 
mission till the 1st November need not prevent this. Tlu: greater number of the claims 
still remaining undecided are, I believe, such as can afford to wait, but of those already 
decided there are very many the non-settlement of which is at this time nothing short of 
ruin to the claimants. 

If the Egyptian revenues are not capable of supporting too payment in full of the 
claims above 5,200 fr., the amount of reduction to he made can now he approximately 
calculated, and there is apparently no reason why the decided claims should not be at 
once settled on that basis.

The Law Officers of the Crown and Dr. Deane to Earl Granville.—(Received April 30.) 

My Lord, Royal Courts of Justice, April 29, 1881. 

"WE are honoured with your Lordship’s commands signified in Sir Julian 
Pauneefote’s letter of the 12th instant, stating that he was directed to transmit 
to us papers relative to a question which had arisen as to the obligation of the 
Egyptian Government to pay in full, and at once, the awards of the ' international 
Commission appointed to deal with the claims of those who sull'ered hy the insurrection 
in Egypt in J 882. 

That that Commission was appointed hy a Decree of the Khedive of the 
15th January,. 18S3, of which the terms were approved hy the Powers who were 
to take part in it, and who had consented to the issue of another Decree on the 
4th November, 1882, declaring the Mixed Tribunals incompetent to adjudicate 

upon those claims, in view of the constitution of a special Commission l'or that 
purpose. 

That Article 1 of the Decree of the 23th January, 1883, gave exclusive jurisdic¬ 
tion to the Commission to receive and examine the claims, and to decide without 
appeal (“ souverainement ”) on each one, either hy rejecting it, or confirming it hy an 
indemnity, and that Article 0 laid down that the time and ways and means of payin'* 
the indemnities awarded should he decided thereafter. 

That the Egyptian Government was represented on the Commission by two 
members, the President and the Vice-President, and had taken every precaution 
to ascertain the particulars of each claim, and assess it at its reasonable valuation, 
Porclli Bey, Legal Adviser to the Government, being attached to the Commission for 
that purpose, and commercial questions involving large amounts being referred to the 
Under-Secretary of State for Finance. 

That the despatches inclosed from the Earl of Du 11’orin and Mr. Cookson, 
the British members of the Commission, showed the endeavours made hy that body to 
arme at a just estimate of the claims, and hy the Egyptian Government to protect 
itself against the award of excessive indemnities. 

That the Egyptian Government made arrangement for paying in full all awards 
up to 200/., and that that decision had been advanced by a Committee, styling itself 
the “ Egyptian Indemnities Committee,” in a Memorandum addressed to Her Majesty’s 
Government, as an argument for treating all claims in the same manner. 

That an Egyptian Law Officer, who had recently been consulted on the subject, 
had advised that the indemnities must he paid in full; that the Prench and Italian 
Governments had requested the Egyptian Government to take measures for their 
payment without delay, and that the Mixed Court of Pirst Instance at Cairo, to which 
one of the claimants had appealed, had declared the competency of the Mixed 
Tribunals to entertain a suit brought against the Government for the recovery 
of an award made by the Commission, notwithstanding the Decree of the 4th Novem¬ 
ber, 1882, and the fact that the time and means of payment had not yet been fixed, as 
provided hy Article G of the Decree of the 13th January, 1883. 

That, on the other hand, the Legal Adviser to the Egyptian Government had 
given his opinion that the Government was under no obligation to pay the indem¬ 
nities in full, and that the matter depended on its resources, and on the amount 
awarded. 

That there was no doubt that the present financial position of Egypt must render 
the payment of the indemnities extremely difficult, and 1 hat many of the awards were 
excessive, as was pointed out by your Lordship in a despatch of the 31st October. 
1883, to Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General at Cairo. 

That our opinion was requested upon the question submitted in that letter, 
viz., whether the Egyptian Government was legally hound to pay the indemnities 
awarded hy the Commission, in full. 

And whether, in view of the two Decrees above cited, it was competent to 
the Mixed Tribunals to entertain a suit for the recovery of the awards, or at all 
events, before the time and mode of payment should have been fixed hv a further 
Decree of the Khedive. 

In obedience to your Lordship’s commands we have the honour to report— 

That the 1st Article of the Decree of the 13th January, 1SS3 (which was issued 
with the consent of the Powers whose subjects wero concerned), establishes an 
International Commission to examine the claims, and to determine upon each one of 


them “ souverainement,” either by rejecting it, or "on y faisant droit par la fixation 
d’une indemnity.” 

It appears to us that where a claim has been allowed, and an indemnity fixed, the 
amount cannot again he called in question, and that all that remains to be done 
is, under Article G of the same Decree, to fix the time, and ways and means of payment 
“ des indemuites accordces par la Commission.” 

It appears to us, however, clear, that until this has been done, there can be 
no legal right to payment, and that the Mixed Courts are not competent to entertain a 
suit for the recovery of the amounts awarded. 

The only right to these sums arises from the very Decree, which in terms provides 
that the ways and means, as well as the times of payment, are to be thereafter 
provided for.

MV ITII reference to Sir E. Baring’s despatches No. 35G of the 25th and No. 305 of 
the 27th March, I have the honour lo inclose eopy of the Judgment delivered hy 
the Court of Appeal of the Mixed Tribunals at Alexandria, reversing the J udgment 
given hy M. Martin Sarzoaud, the Ercneh Judge of the Court of First Instance of tho 
Mixed Tribunals at Cairo, in the ease of Tedeschi r. the Egyptian Government. 

The Court of Appeal has decided that the Mixed Tribunals have no competence to 
take cognizance of claims for payment ol sums awarded by the Alexandria Indemnity 
Commission, and that those Tribunals could not “ do violence to the letter, or disregard 
1h(> spirit, of the law hy arrogating to themselves a competence which has been taken 
from them; that they could not assume the legislative power (represented hy the 
Egyptian Government and tho Powers) in those provisions for the execution of the 
decisions of tho Indemnity Commission of which the Egyptian Government is the solo 
judge ; and that, hy the plenitude of its powers and of its responsibilities, it is incum¬ 
bent upon the Egyptian Govt rnment alone to give legitimate satisfaction to I ho 
interests which have been injuriously affected.”

Judgment. 

The Alexandria Court of Appeal lias pronounced the following sent cnee in the suit of 
the Egyptian Government, in the person of his Excellency Mustala Pasha Fell my, 
Minister of Finance, resident in Cairo, represented by the advocate llorelli Bey, 
aj)])ellant, against Signor Pio Tedeschi, agent, Italian, resident in Alexandria, 
represented by the advocate Fallotti, defendant. 

The Court, composed of Signors Giaeeone, President; lulls, d’Avbaza, 1 iolland, 
Chimy Bey, Ilammad Bey, Hassock Bey, Counsellors; Bellet, Supplementary 
Counsellor*; with the intenention of Signor Alfifi, substitute for the Procureur- 
General, and the assistance of the Secretary, Emilio Salone ; 

The advocates of the parties having been heard ; 

The opinion of the Government Department having boon heard ; 

After deliberation : 

WHEREAS the Decrees of the Mil November, 1*82, and 13th January, .18^3, 
cited by the Egyptian Government in support of their plea of incompetence, as issued 
by His Highness the Khedive in concert uitli the Powers, form laws for the Mixed 
Courts, which liiuM therefon' rigorously observe the sewmil pro\Pious contaim'd 
therein ; 

Whereas by the first of the said l)cc.«e. i, is ordered that the Mixed Conns 
should not have to take cognizance of claim, for indemnity brought against the 
Egyptian Government in connection with the hwimrl ionary acts which took place m 
Egypt subsequently to the 10th June, 1882; and whereas, by the subsequent .Decree, 
an* International Commission was instituted exclusively competent to receive and 
examine such claims, and adjudge finally either their rejection or recognition, and the 
award of an indunnity; 

The nature of the claims in question, tin ir great numb ..the character of urgency 
inherent in them, the insufficiency of the ordinary means at the disposal ol the 
Government liable for these claims to meet them in view of the financial condition of 
the country, the necessity of preventing the first claimants from securing to themselves 
in ■ heir suit before the Tribunals the integral payment of the sums to their credit by 
special guarantees, which would be wanting in the ease ot the other claimants, thus 
giving rbe to an unjust disparity in the treatment of creditors w ho had the same rights 
and were furnished with the same executory titles—are all so many reasons which 
combine to explain the provisions contained in the Decrees above mentioned; 

Moreover, the diplomatic negotiations which preceded and prepared the way lor 
those Decrees, as appears from the documents produced, attest the solicitude of the 
Powers to consult further as to the means by which the Egyptian Government may be 
enabled to pay the principal sums Avliieh it was provided should lie liquidated on its 
account by the Indemnity Commission; 

'Whereas, from the context of the Decrees above referred to, it is manliest troni 
both the spirit and the letter of the dispositions contained in tlum that the legislator 
wished to arrogate to himself jurisdiction in suits of the kind instituted by Tcde.wdii; 
and whereas he took away the competence to deal with them from the Mixed Courts 
in so absolute a manner as to remove all possibility of bringing them before tho.sC 
same Tribunals without re\iving by a new act of his legislative authority the com¬ 
petence which had been withdrawn; 

On the other hand, it is impossible to admit that the decisions of an International 
Commission composed of Delegates of the Egyptian Government and ot the Bowers, 
to whose sovereign judgment it was desired to submit the claims of persons entitled to 
an indemnify, as that of Tedeschi was submitted, should serve in the hands of those iu 
whose favour they might he pronounced as simple titles for seeking again I rum the 
Tribunals a sentence of condemnation, already diTmithely obtained in substance 
against the Government, and to renew at considerable delay and expense a suit .beI ore 
the same Tribunals which would involve all those inconwnicnei s w hicli the institution 
of the Commission in question was intended to olniate; 

For this reason, therefore, even iu the absence of an express legal prmision, the 
incompetence of the Courts to decide respecting title's issued by the Commission with a 
view to procuring the execution of these titles through the ordinary judicial channels, 
would not he less evident; 
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Such a (legal) provision, however, is found in Article 6 of the Decree of the 13tli 
January, 1883, whereby the legislator expressly reserves to himself tho task of sub¬ 
sequently providing for the settlement of a term and for ways and means for the 
payment ot the indemnities awarded by the Commission ; 

And in the diplomatic correspondence it is clear that it lias been wished openly to 
express this reservation, and it. must in every ease be considered as understood, in 
order the better to avoid the danger of the Courts being induced by the applications 
of the interested parties to interfere in a question the settlement of which had been 
reserved to itself by the legislative power; 

In fact, in the note of the 4th January, 1883, Lord Lyons, the English Ambas¬ 
sador at Paris, speaking of a recommendation made by the British Government to the 
effect that it should be laid dow n in the Decree that the dale and the modi' of payment 
of the indemnities accorded by the Commission should be fixed by a now Decree, which 
gave rise to the Article G above referred to, added:— 

“ This last provision is proposed in anticipation of the case that claimants should 
sue in the Mixed Courts for the payment of the indemnities awarded before the 
adoption of the arrangements requisite for this payment;” 

No objection whatever was made upon this point by the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, INI. Duelerc, to whom this note was addressed, and who indeed, it may 
he remarked, in a previous note of the 15th December, 1882, written to Lord Lyons, 
thus expressed himself respecting the suppression of the proposed Article I of the 
Decree :— 

“ The Cabinet of London w ill doubtless have no objection to the postponement to 
as late a date as possible of the settlement of the mode of payment of the indemnities 
awarded, /.<?., till such time as the Mixed Commission shall have terminated its work 
of inquiry and liquidation. The Egyptian Government and the Powers will then have 
for the guidance of their judgment upon this particular question materials which are 
wanting in tho present state of affairs;” 

"Whereas, with respect to this reservation above mentioned in order to give promi¬ 
nence to its alleged injustice and its inapplicability as a ground for denying compe¬ 
tence in the matters in question, it is wrongly sought to interpret it in the sense of 
conferring upon the Egyptian Government the power to regulate alone, when and bow 
they may please, the payment of the indemnities, seeing that to he convinced of the 
erroneousness of such interpretation it is sufficient to bear in mind that those Decrees 
were issued with the authoritative sanction of the Powers, who, far from leaving such 
uncontrolled discretion to the Egyptian Government, since they concurred directly iu 
their being issued, must accordingly he believed to continue further their concern in 
them as l’ar as regards those ulterior arrangements referred to by the already-cited 
Article G of the Decree of the 13th January, 1883, as moreover clearly appears from 
the tenour of the tw'o diplomatic notes above referred to; 

"Whereas, however deserving of attention may he the condition of Tedeschi, who, 
in the first place, is endeavouring to open a way of execution iu which he would soon 
have thousands of imitators having equal rights with himself and impelled by the 
same imperious necessities, and that even if this way were of any practical utility, 
the Courts would he asked in vain to do violence to the letter of the law and to ignore 
its spirit, by arrogating to themselves jurisdiction in a matter which has been 
withdrawn from them, it certainly does not appertain to those Courts to put pressure 
upon tho legislative power represented by the Egyptian Government and by the 
Powers with regard to those provisions for carrying into effect the decisions of the 
Indemnity Commission of which it has been constituted sole judge, decisions Avliieh, 
in the fulness of its poAvers and its responsibilities, it is incumbent upon it to take for 
the legitimate satisfaction of so many injured interests : 

For these reasons, 

In revision of the sentence appealed against, pronounced by the Mixed Court of 
Cairo, 2 Mb March, 1884, 

Declares that tho aforesaid Court Avas incompetent to take cognizance of the 
claim on account of Avliieh suit Avas brought by Signor Pio Tedeschi against the 
Egyptian Government, and condemns the same Tedeschi in payment of the costs in 
both actions, including those oAved to the Bank of the Judicial Fund.
